Cameron even stating that something 
needed to be done to tackle the issue. 

Mr Peed said that the problems of gulls 
was “well-known” and that many neigh¬ 
bouring towns were already taking action 
against the birds, which are known for 
swooping and stealing food from beach- 
goers, sometimes causing injury. 

Known methods of controlling the 
birds included flying hawks to scare the 
gulls, using stickers on take¬ 
away boxes warning people not 
to feed them, or removing their 
nests to control the number of 
gulls. 

“The time has come for this 
council to take action to protect 
visitors, residents and local 
businesses from the distress 
caused by seagulls,” added Mr 
Peed. 

New town councillor Richard 
Doney agreed that the council 
“could do something about the 
issue”. 

“This problem is damaging 
the reputation of the town,” he 
added. 

Councillor Sean Larcombe 
suggested that further educating 
visitors to the town and encour¬ 
aging them not to feed the gulls 
may help with the problem. 

The Mayor, Councillor Owen 
Lovell, agreed that it was an

issue which needed discussing and coun¬ 
cillors are expected to consider options at 
a future meeting. 

The call for action came just as seagulls 
were making national headlines. Prime 
Minister David Cameron said a “big con¬ 
versation” was needed on the possibility 
of a cull after national newspapers re¬ 
ported that gulls had attacked and killed 
domestic pets, including a tortoise and 
two small dogs, in recent weeks. 

The Sun has also reported on a girl who 
was attacked by the “savage birds” while 
visiting the beach in Lyme Regis. 

The national tabloid reported that 11- 
year-old Eowyn Armstrong, from Axmin¬ 
ster, was left with a painful scratch down 
the side of her cheek 
after a gull swooped at 
her while enjoying a 
picnic on Lyme’s 
beach. 

The issue has also 
sparked debate locally 
with many users of so¬ 
cial networking site 
Facebook arguing that 
it is human behaviour 
and modern living 
which is encouraging 
the gulls. Many also 
spoke against a cull but 
called for a clean-up of 
the town and improved 
waste bins to deter 
seagulls.

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Prayers back on the agenda despite 
pleas from National Secular Society 


LYME Regis Town Council has ignored 
advice from the National Secular Society 
and made the final decision to reintro¬ 
duce prayers as an official part of agen¬ 
das. 

Prayers were previously said at the beginning of 
all full council meetings as a formal part of the 
agenda. But in 2012, they were moved off the 
agenda and held 10 minutes before the meeting, 
convened - with many councillors choosing not to 
take part - after the Secretary of State brought for¬ 
ward the introduction of the General Power of 
Competence under the Localism Act, following a 
complaint about prayers at meetings by a council¬ 
lor in Bideford. 

The ruling meant that town and parish councils 
would have to meet special criteria before the legal 
barrier to saying prayers as part of the formal 
meeting could be removed. 

Lyme Regis Town Council has since achieved 
the General Power of Competence meaning it 
could opt to put prayers back on the agenda. 

At a recent Strategy & Policy Committee meet¬ 
ing, the Mayor, Councillor Owen Lovell, proposed 
to recommend to full council that this “tradition” 
be reinstated, with those who did not wish to take 
part still being able to leave the room. 

But the recommendation received criticism from 
the National Secular Society, who wrote to the 
council questioning whether it was appropriate to 
hold prayers as a formal part of a council meetings 
and saying this “undermines religious freedom”. 

National Secular Society campaigns manager 
Stephen Evans wrote: “Lyme Regis Town Council 
is of course a secular body and we therefore invite 
you to question whether it would be appropriate 
for the council to identify with a particular reli¬ 
gious position. We hope you will agree that serving 
all local residents equally means being scrupu¬ 
lously impartial with respect to matters of religion 
or belief.

“Despite having a new legal power to include 
prayers, we ask you to ensure that your meetings 
are conducted in a manner equally welcoming to 
all attendees, regardless of their individual reli¬ 
gious beliefs or lack of belief. Expecting non- 
Christian councillors to leave the room or stay 
silent once the meeting has begun doesn’t achieve 
this. 

“The inclusion of prayers in council meetings un¬ 
dermines religious freedom by enabling a majority 
of councillors to impose their beliefs on other 
councillors. Whilst this may not seem like a great 
imposition to those who are involved with or enjoy 
the prayers, it can be for those who do not believe, 
or who hold faiths different to those of the religion 
invoked by the prayers in question. 

Incompatible with religious freedom 

“The absence of prayers from the formal busi¬ 
ness of meetings in no way impedes the religious 
freedoms of believers or denies anybody the right 
to pray. Councillors who wish to seek guidance in 
prayer collectively are at liberty to meet before 
meetings and pray without imposing their religious 
beliefs on to the formal business of the meeting 
and on to people who don’t share their personal 
predilections. 

“A vote to allow acts of worship to be imposed 
on the business on the town council’s meetings 
would be incompatible with a genuine commit¬ 
ment to religious freedom. We therefore urge you 
stand up for principles of equality and fairness by 
rejecting the proposal.” 

Mr Evans followed up this correspondence with 
a second email later in the week, saying there were 
parallels between the council’s decision to include 
prayers on agendas and reported incidents of dis¬ 
crimination against councillors because of their 


place of birth. 

Referring to former town councillor Rikey 
Austin, Mr Evans said he had heard that a council¬ 
lor “recently stepped down after being labelled 'an 
alien' and 'not worthy' of her place on the council 
on account of her not being born in the local area”. 

The matter caused controversy at the end of the 
previous council’s term of office, when some 
members requested that “place of birth” be added 
to a list of personal factors in the authority’s Equal¬ 
ity and Diversity Policy which council employees 
and members should not discriminate against. This 
proposal later failed when the new council came 
into office, with one member labelling it “non¬ 
sense”. 

Mr Evans added: “In terms of attitude, there ap¬ 
pears to be a parallel between this and the desire to 
include prayers on the council’s agenda. 

“Whilst working on this issue I’ve been con¬ 
tacted by many councillors who have felt excluded 
by council prayers.” 

He suggested that it would be prudent for the 
council to consider the inclusion of prayers at 
meetings in the context of the council’s Equality 
and Diversity Policy. 

However, despite Mr Evans’ pleas, councillors 
last week made the final decision to reinstate 
prayers as part of the formal agenda at monthly full 
council meetings with no further discussion. 

Their decision came after local vicar, the Rev¬ 
erend Jane Skinner, spoke in favour of prayers at 
meetings during the public forum. 

She said she was aware that not everyone shared 
her religious views, but when she led prayers she 
hoped they were relevant and gave councillors an 
opportunity to reflect. 

“My concern is that eliminating prayers stops 
something that is of historic value and discrimi¬ 
nates against the quiet majority that appreciate 
prayers,” she added.

Mark Green joins the council with a strong 
background in working with local authorities 
and in the private sector. He replaces outgoing 
deputy town clerk MarkTredwin, who was with 
the authority for two years. 

Mr Green started his career in the 1980s with 
South Somerset District Council, working in a va¬ 
riety of roles before leaving to work for Taunton 
Deane Borough Council. There he specialised in 
economic development, tourism and regenera¬ 
tion. 

In the private sector, he has worked in project 
management and property development, and 
most recently he was a self-employed consultant 
on project management and commercial devel¬ 


opment. 

Mr Green said: "I'm absolutely delighted to be 
joining the team at Lyme Regis. This is a very ex¬ 
citing time for Lyme Regis Town Council, with 
lots of opportunities to further improve the life 
of the town for residents, businesses and tourists. 

"I look forward to working with the community 
in the coming years." 

Mr Green's skills will be put to good use as he 
will be the officer for the Planning and Highways 
Committee and the Tourism and Economic De¬ 
velopment Committee. 

Town clerk John Wright said: "We are happy to 
welcome Mark Green to the town council. 

"He brings a wealth of skills and expertise to 
the town council, particularly in economic devel¬ 
opment, tourism and regeneration."

GUITARS On The Beach 
will return to Lyme Regis 
in September and this 
year will take place over 
two days, giving more 
local bands the chance 
to perform. 

The record-breaking 
event will be held on the 
main beach over the 
weekend of Saturday 
and Sunday, September 
5th and 6th, tying in 
with the Mark Hix's Food 
Rocks festival, which the 
guitar spectacle was 
originally created to pro¬ 
mote in 2013. 

This year's organiser,

Bermudian visitors given taste of British summertime

LYME Regis and its twin town of St George's, in 
Bermuda, may have lots of things in common but this 
year's summer weather is definitely not one of them! 

A twinning party from Bermuda made their annual 
trip to Lyme last week and bravely marched through 
pouring rain for the Admiral Sir George Somers Com¬ 
memoration Parade. 

However, the stormy weather was somewhat apt for 
the occasion, as the parade marked how former Mayor 
of Lyme Regis and West Dorset MP, Sir George, came 
to colonise Bermuda after being shipwrecked off the 
islands during a great storm himself. 

It was in 1609 when Sir George's flagship "Sea Ven¬ 
ture" was separated from a fleet carrying supplies to 
the new English colony of Jamestown, Virginia. The ex¬ 
perienced seaman managed to get all 150 crew and 
passengers safely ashore before claiming Bermuda for 
the King, and it is now the oldest remaining British 
Overseas Territory. 

Sir George and his crew were later able to build two 
smaller ships, "Deliverance"and "Patience", to continue 
their journey to Jamestown, where they found the 
colony all but wiped out from starvation and disease. 
Sir George returned to Bermuda for further supplies 
but he died in 1610, his heart being buried in what is 
now known as Somers Gardens in St George's, and his 
body pickled in ajar and returned to the Cobb in Lyme 
Regis for burial in his hometown, Whitchurch Canon- 
icorum, near Charmouth. 

Lyme Regis has been officially twinned with St 
George's since 1996 to mark this historic connection 
and reciprocal visits are made each year. 

Last week's parade, held during Lifeboat Week, was 
led down Broad Street, along Marine Parade and onto 
the Cobb by town criers from Lyme Regis, St George's 
and Bermuda's capital Hamilton, followed by visiting 
criers from around the South West; a civic party in¬ 
cluding the Mayors of both Lyme Regis and St 
George's, Councillor Owen Lovell and Quinell Francis;

and members of the twinning associa¬ 
tion. 

A short service and flag raising was 
held on the Cobb before the group en¬ 
joyed lunch at the Pilot Boat. They then 
went on to Whitchurch Canonicourm 
to visit Sir George's former home, Berne 
Manor, and for a church service. 


Twinners also enjoyed a number of 
social events during the visit and were 
delighted to hear that the town council 
finalised its decision to enter the His¬ 
toric Atlantic Triangle, which will see 
Lyme benefit from a unique three-way 
twinning with St George's and 
Jamestown in the US.

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Folk weekend to raise funds for cancer charity 


MUSIC enthusiasts will raise vital funds for blood 
cancer charity Anthony Nolan at Lyme Folk 
Weekend through events commemorating the 
50th anniversary of “Marrow Bones”, Frank 
Purslow's famous collection of English folk 
songs. 

First published in 1965, "Marrow Bones" 
brought together for the first time unpublished 
English folk songs from the early 1900s, mainly 
from Dorset and Hampshire. Frank Purslow was 
a musician, singer and writer who set out to rescue 
hundreds of traditional English folk songs before 
they disappeared from memory. 

Many of these songs are now staples of the folk 


repertoire, but could easily have been lost forever, 
without Purslow’s efforts. Steeleye Span, for ex¬ 
ample, drew heavily on the “Marrow Bones” 
songbook and its re-printing this year makes the 
material available for new generations of singers 
and musicians. 

Trevor Hewett and Sheila Thackwray will host 
two afternoons devoted to “Marrow Bones”, with 
sing-a-rounds and music making in a marquee in 
Langmoor Gardens, overlooking Lyme Bay. Then- 
aim is to sing all 100 songs contained in the col¬ 
lection over the weekend, to celebrate the 50th an¬ 
niversary of the book’s publication. 

The link between “Marrow Bones” and the An¬ 


thony Nolan Trust is based on the book’s title. An¬ 
thony Nolan saves the lives of people with blood 
cancer, such as leukaemia, by matching them to 
people willing to donate their bone marrow, or 
blood stem cells, for lifesaving transplants. Last 
year the charity helped find a match for over 1,200 
people with blood cancer and other blood disor¬ 
ders. 

Julie Sheppard, the festival’s publicist, said: 
“We’re delighted to welcome Marrow Bones to 
Lyme Regis with their sing-a-thon - and help peo¬ 
ple with blood cancer. It costs £100 to recruit each 
person to the Anthony Nolan register, so fundrais¬ 
ing is vital to this lifesaving work - the more po¬ 


tential donors recruited, the more lives saved. 

“We hope festival-goers and visitors alike will 
enjoy Frank Purslow’s wonderful songs and then 
dig deep”. 

“Marrow Bones” sessions will be held on both 
Saturday 22nd and Sunday, August 23rd from 
2pm-4pm in the Langmoor marquee. The sessions 
are free but donations to Anthony Nolan will be 
welcome.

TUCKED away off Silver 
Street, many Lyme Regis 
residents will not have 
stepped foot in or even 
heard of Abbeyfield. 

Although often 

thought of as a care 
home, staff and volun¬ 
teers will explain this is 
not the case as they en¬ 
courage independent 
living for the elderly. 

Unlike a care home, 
residents look after 
themselves, make their 
own breakfasts, do their 
own washing and can 
come and go as they 
please. The residents 
often organise shared 
activities and have en¬ 
joyed a number of sum¬ 
mer events and outings in recent weeks. 

Staff and volunteers provide two hot meals a day 
as well as companionship for those who are still ca¬ 
pable of living alone but may be suffering from 
loneliness. 

One such resident is Olive Greenwood, who be¬ 
fore moving into Abbeyfield about a year ago lived 
on her own at Cloverdale Court in Anning Road and 
was looking for some companionship. 

Born in 1923 in County Carlow, Ireland, Olive still 
has a distinct lilt in her voice 92 years later. She 
moved to Lancashire, where she worked in a shop, 
when she was 21 to be closer to her two sisters and 
it was there she met husband Bill, an engineer. 

With two young sons, the couple moved to Lyme 
Regis along with several other family members in 
the late 1950s and Olive and Bill opened the Har¬ 
bour Cafe in what is now The Slipway, at the Cobb. 
Living just around the corner in Ozone Terrace, they 


ran the cafe, with Bill's sister Aunty May running the 
restaurant upstairs, until the early 1980s taking win¬ 
ter breaks in the West Indies. 

When Bill died suddenly in the early 1990s, Olive 
moved to Cloverdale Court where she stayed on her 
own until moving to Abbeyfield about a year ago. 

"I like living in Lyme Regis, it's so friendly and the 
scenery is lovely, and I enjoy it here at Abbeyfield as 
the people are all nice and there's lots going on,"she 
said. 

Olive said she also enjoyed the special events 
and day trips, which have recently included a 
summer cream tea and a trip to Abbotsbury.

THERE'S something new temporarily 
located at the edge of the Charmouth 
Road car park in Lyme Regis.

"For a moment, the sculpture had

ArtsFest'In Transition'theme - being 
in the gap between Windows 8 and 
Windows 10, which launched this 
week. But then fellow artist Phil Clay¬ 
ton asked 'why should I care about 
that when I'm standing here on the 
Jurassic Coast?' 

"Phil's point was taken, and later 
that day three of the nine windows 
were discarded and work began on 
fleshing out the beast."

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The spirit of Alban Woodroffe is alive and well

S EVERAL of these columns last year took an 
imaginary walk from Charmouth Road car 
park to the harbour, examining the varied 
work of volunteers along the way. 

Recently, I returned to this theme, without apol¬ 
ogy - for much of Lyme’s vitality is volunteer- 
based. Any weakening of that generosity would be 
a loss to the town. 

Mill volunteers peopled June’s column as my 
walk turned along the river. The Town Mill Trust 
creates a mutually-supporting unity out of its sev¬ 
eral parts. This made me think, while continuing 
along the Lynch, of ‘The Three Ms’ - Mill, Mu¬ 
seum and Marine Theatre, each distinct, yet also 
part of a whole: our key non-profit local attrac¬ 
tions. They too can be ‘mutually-supporting’, if not 
so interwoven as, for example, the sites along the 
Ironbridge Gorge, which promote each other really 
well. 

At Gosling Bridge I started up Hill Road to 
Woodmead Halls. The seat outside, welcome rest 
for a puffing pensioner, was a good spot to consider 
why this feels so professionally-run. I say ‘feels’ 
because Woodmead Halls depends almost wholly 
on voluntary labour, illustrating the truth that ‘vol¬ 
untary’ need not imply ‘amateur’ in its sometimes- 
derogatory sense, but efficiency and pride. 

Why ‘Halls’? In 1923 the town grammar school 
was founded here (part of the former Woodmead 
Larm) using redundant Lirst World War army huts. 
The new school building in Uplyme Road replaced 
it in 1932, so the borough council adapted the huts, 
making a large hall with stage and a smaller hall, 
both with kitchens, plus separate huts for Scouts, 
Red Cross and, until 1963, the school’s woodwork 
room. With six tennis courts, here was the town’s 
social and leisure centre. 

Local government reorganisation in 1974 made 
the town council encourage take-over by an inde¬ 
pendent committee, able to tap grants for building 



parish halls while removing management and running 
costs from the council. In 1981 the council leased the 
land to trustees; the new building, largely as we know 
it today, was constructed in 1982. 

Woodmead Halls is a charitable trust on behalf of 
all the voluntary bodies in Lyme Regis, each entitled 
to elect a member to the halls’ management commit¬ 
tee. So every organisation in the town has an interest 
in sustaining this public facility. 

Anyone attending events there knows how smoothly 
it runs. With large hall exceptionally well-equipped, 
small hall adaptable and comfortable, spacious 
kitchen, friendly bar and spotless toilets, it’s no sur¬ 
prise that Woodmead Halls is heavily booked year- 
round. Lortunately its smart website includes a 
bookings calendar, making it easy to spot a gap. 

Apart from Michaela Ellis as part-time bookings 
secretary/caretaker, everything else that makes Wood¬ 
mead Halls so professional is achieved through hard¬ 
working volunteers, led by a committee of 10 chaired 
by Stan Williams. Vice-chairman Nick Robertson and 
treasurer Susanne Whitemore will often also be found, 
with Stan, serving at the bar. Gilly Warr runs a slick 
administration, John Broom handles building devel¬ 
opment, Charlie Kapur led the £67,000 fundraising 
drive and managed the re-roofing and installation of 
90 SolarPV panels that make Woodmead Halls a 
model of eco-friendliness (earning Charlie a West 
Dorset ‘environmental champion’ award in 2011.) 

This committee in turn relies on other volunteers 


such as John Evans and 
Alan Stickler, the heart of 
a six-strong maintenance 
team working most Lri- 
day mornings, and more, 
to keep the place spick- 
and-span, including a 
major two-week redeco¬ 
ration last August; or 
Irene Croad regularly 
serving behind the bar 
over the last four years; 
or Mike Donno who 
keeps the sophisticated 
sound and lighting sys¬ 
tems running. 

What’s in it for them? 

Mike enjoys helping 
users make best use of 
the technology, drawing 
on his practical skills and 
sometimes his tact, for “a little knowledge isn’t al¬ 
ways good!” To Alan, who retired to the town, vol¬ 
unteering was “a lifeline”, bringing friendships in 
his new home - “the sociability is so important”. 
John, born in Lyme, also found retirement de¬ 
manded “new ways of being active and involved 
with people”. Irene, too, values the socialising and 
“meeting all my friends: I just love what I call 
‘going to work’!” - she’s one of those precious vol¬ 
unteers whose mantra is “I never say no”. 

“Woodmead Halls wouldn’t be here without 
Stan,” says Michaela Ellis; his leadership has over 
many years created for the town an exceptional fa¬ 
cility which, crucially, is financially self-sufficient. 
With such volunteer commitment, nearly all income 
- from hire fees, bar, weddings, energy generation, 
commercial grants, etc. - covers costs and investing 
in development. 

The development plan is businesslike and strate¬ 


gic, aiming, Stan says, to “get Woodmead Halls in 
perfect order”, make it profitable, expand the range 
of activity, and employ staff in support. Details of 
this phased expansion, first extending the kitchen 
and enlarging the small hall, are shown in the halls’ 
entrance. When planning permission is obtained 
grant applications will begin, for which supporting 
letters from user organisations will be vital. 

Meanwhile, Alan Stickler says: “I think I’m the 
youngest volunteer!” Recruiting younger volunteers 
is always a challenge but, with so many in Lyme en¬ 
joying the facilities, surely Woodmead Halls will 
find them? 

In creating the town grammar school in its army 
huts, Alban Woodroffe showed chutzpah and self¬ 
belief - his dealings with county council and min¬ 
istry officialdom yield good stories. He would 
surely be pleased that his ambitiously self-reliant 
spirit still thrives in the same spot.

As part of the UK-wide Festival of Archaeology, 
the Town Mill in Lyme Regis invited expert mill¬ 
wright Martin Watts back to give a guided ar¬ 
chaeological tour of historic attraction. 

Martin was a key member of the team who sur¬ 
veyed and restored Lyme's Town Mill and its ma¬ 
chinery in the early 1990s. 

Joining him were others involved in the restora¬ 
tion, as well as current volunteers and trustees. 
The volunteer millers, who lead daily tours 
around the mill while explaining its workings 
and history, were especially pleased to get Mar¬ 
tin's responses to questions most often asked by 
the public. 

Miller and trustee Gary Willis explains: "Under¬ 
standing a process and industry that changed 
dramatically over 700 years is complicated, but 
Martin helped illuminate how the buildings 
themselves offer us clues about these changes, 
like the different positioning of its waterwheels, 
and dispelled some myths, like the assumption 
that all large beams in the structure were origi¬ 
nally ship beams! 

"Maybe one or two at our mill are likely to have 
come from ships, but you'll have to take a tour so 
you can guess which ones!"

Hardy, Women 
and Marriage 

Thomas Hardy Talk at 
Dorset County Museum 

PROFESSOR Ann Heilmann of Cardiff University 
is giving a literary talk at Dorset County Museum 
entitled'Hardy, Women and Marriage'thisThurs- 
day, July 30th 

When, with the death of his first wife Emma, 
Hardy embarked on his Poems of 1912-13, the es¬ 
tranged husband reconstituted himself in author 
and journalist Claire Tomalin's words as'a lover in 
mourning'. It is perhaps a fitting irony that the 
man who reconfigured his marriage after the 
event had spent his novelistic career waging war 
on conventional Victorian ideas of marriage. 

Hardy's attack on marriage as a social and legal 
institution pervades his entire fiction, from his 
first novel Desperate Remedies (1871) and its 
sensation-style foray into bigamy, to his final 
masterpiece, Jude the Obscure (1895): a book 
which prompted the Mrs Grundy of Victorian lit¬ 
erature, Margaret Oliphant, to denounce Hardy 
as the leading figure in the contemporary'Anti- 
Marriage League'. 

This talk discusses marriage in Hardy's life and 
fiction, highlighting his radical critique of Victo¬ 
rian legal conditions and his early espousal of 
women's rights.

It is as competent climbing up 
a mountain or navigating a building site, as 
it is comfortable on a motorway or around 
city streets. The vehicle retains the marque's 
reputation for ruggedness and durability, 
and continues to have the best 4WD sys¬ 
tem. It is the only pick-up that can be driven 
permanently in 2WD and 4WD on tarmac 
and off-road. 

The new L200 Series 5 provides outstand¬ 


ing cabin comfort and ride. The vehicle has 
class leading leg room. Mitsubishi's unique 
'J'curve body design between cabin and 
cargo area is not just for visual styling. It al¬ 
lows for a 25 degree recline in the rear seats, 
making for a comfortable 4 or 5-passenger 
'longjourney'space. Interior width has also 
increased, as have the sizes of the driver 
and front passenger seats, which now in¬ 
corporate high density, soft touch'memory' 
foam. 

The level of equipment specification on 
standard models is also class leading. For 
example, the new dual-zone air condition¬ 
ing is 30 per cent quicker at cooling down 
the cabin space from 50 degrees to less 
than 20 degrees. The result of best in class 
aerodynamics and superior sound insula¬ 
tion is that the vehicle is significantly qui¬ 
eter.

The New Driving Dangers - Selfies, 
Video Calls or just watching the Telly 


NEW research by the Institute of Advanced 
Motorists (1AM) reveals the shocking extent 
to which drivers use their phones and tablets 
to take selfies, make video calls and watch 
videos while driving. 

The findings come from research commis¬ 
sioned this month exclusively by the 1AM, 
which asked 500 drivers how they use their 
smartphones and tablets in the car. 

Results show that nine per cent of drivers 
admitted to taking a selfie while driving 'in 
the last month'. This increases to 15 per cent 
of young drivers aged 18-24 and 19 per cent 
of 25-35 year olds. Women are less selfie ob¬ 
sessed than men, with just five per cent of 
women citing they have taken a selfie while 
driving compared to 12 per cent of men. 

Eight per cent of drivers admitted to driv¬ 
ing while using a video-calling application 


such as FaceTime and Skype to make and re¬ 
ceive video calls, rising to 16 per cent among 
18 to 24 year olds. 

An 1AM study in 2012 showed that using a 
smartphone while driving is more dangerous 
than driving at the legal alcohol limit or 
when using cannabis. Drivers have much 
slower reaction times, difficulty staying in the 
same lane and are less able to adapt to even 
slowly changing circumstances. 

lAM's chief executive officer, Sarah Sillars 
said:"Everyone knows how dangerous using 
a smartphone or tablet is while driving. That's 
why it's shocking to see new trends like tak¬ 
ing selfies and making video calls becoming 
common practice. 

"Safe driving is everyone's responsibility 
and more must be done to catch drivers 
using these devices dangerously by increas¬ 


ing the fines and points for smartphone and 
tablet use at the wheel - there is simply no 
excuse. 

"Campaigns must also be introduced that 
raise awareness of the prevalence of the 
issue in society and make this behaviour so¬ 
cially unacceptable as drink-driving". 

Other findings include: 

Seven per cent of drivers admit to watching 
videos and stream catch-up television on the 
road, rising to 13 per cent of drivers aged 18- 
24 and 15 per cent of 25-32 year olds. 

Eighteen per cent of drivers have accessed 
the internet using their smartphone or 
tablet, rising to 27 per cent of drivers aged 
18-24 and 34 per cent of drivers aged 25-34. 

Despite this, the number of drivers given 
penalty points for using a smartphone at the 
wheel fell by more than 40 per cent in 2014.

A RECENT visit to the North Devon coast 
saw ILFRACOMBE hold their annual re¬ 
gatta.

“They represent the very 
qualities which forge the fel¬ 
lowship and sense of fair play 

• that is so essential to the 
game's appeal and ongoing 

• success. 

• “Rugby is far more than a 
game; its players join with the 
opposing side for fun and fel¬ 
lowship after the match be- 

• cause without them we have 

• no game.” 

• Dorset & Wilts Rugby Foot¬ 
ball Union recognised that if 


their clubs are to continue to 
grow the game they required a 
plan and process in place to re¬ 
tain the Core Values of the 
game. 

A document outlining the 
Core Values Awards Scheme 
was produced and sent to all 
Dorset & Wilts clubs together 
with an invitation to attend 
local meetings (Huddles). 

The first round of Huddles 
were held in March. Discus¬ 
sions took place using some 
actual examples that demon¬ 
strated the importance of the 
five Core Values. 

These discussions high¬ 
lighted the dangers of allowing 
coaches to create a, ‘Winning 
at all Costs Culture’ as well as 
the importance of ‘Enjoyment’ 
as the key Core Value. 

A second round of Huddles 
were held in May to share best 
practice and discuss the frame¬ 
work of a simple Core Values 
Action Plan that would 
demonstrate that a club had 
implemented a process to pro¬ 
mote, communicate and 
embed the five Core Values 
throughout its structure. 

Clubs were then asked to 
submit their individual Core 
Values Action Plans for ap¬ 
proval. 

The conclusion was that th 
Core Values Award Scheme 
has been very successful with 
29 eligible Clubs (80per cent) 
participating. 

In particular, it was well re¬ 
ceived by those clubs who had 


already begun to focus on the 
importance of the ethos and 
culture created by the five 
Core Values and they wel¬ 
comed the opportunity to de¬ 
velop a simple process to 
embed them permanently 
within their structure. 

Overall it has been a very 
successful scheme which once 
again highlighted the need for 
a close working partnership 


between Constituent Bodies 
volunteers and RFU profes¬ 
sional staff if the challenges 
facing the game and its com¬ 
munity clubs are to be met. 

Twenty-one clubs were pre¬ 
sented with their Core Values 
Award plaque at the Dorset & 
Wilts RFU AGM held at Salis¬ 
bury RFC recently. 

Also successful were Wey¬ 
mouth & Portland rugby clubs.

The visitors started well at 42 for 
0 but once Paddy Barraclough 
trapped Dan Flower in front it trig¬ 
gered a collapse and the score 
lurched to 64 for 5. 

The hosts'in-form bowling attack 
weren't going to let their prey off 
the hook and all five had some suc¬ 
cess with Ollie Lee the pick taking 
3 for 44 from his nine overs.
